SYNOPSIS 


On May 2, 2020, deputies assigned to the Special Enforcement Bureau (SEB), 
Canine Services Detail (CSD), were involved in a use of force, in the City of 
Compton. Subject (Subject [EEE suffered puncture 


wounds and rakes to his right shoulder area as a result of a canine bite. 


On May 3, 2020, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Force/Shooting Response 
Team comprised of Lieutenant Ban a ill Sergeant Louis Serrano, 
ii and Sergeant Luan Dang, responded to St. Francis Medical 
Center regarding the use of force, which resulted in the hospitalization of Subject 


HE due to Rhabdomyolysis. 


IAB Note: According to WebMD (webmd.com), Rhabdomyolysis is a 
serious syndrome due to a direct or indirect muscle injury. It 
results from the death of muscle fibers and release of their 
contents into the bloodstream. 


SUMMARY 


On May 2, 2020, at approximately 1253 hours, Compton Station Deputy 
Hernandez (Unit 281D) was traveling west on Compton Boulevard toward 
Wilmington Avenue, in the City of Compton. Deputy Hernandez conducted a 
license plate check of a black, Toyota Camry (California license plate| 

via his mobile digital computer (MDC). The inquiry revealed the vehicle was 
wanted in connection with a carjacking that occurred on May 1, 2020. The 
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carjacking suspect was described as a male Hispanic, armed with a semi- 
automatic firearm. After Deputy Hernandez confirmed the vehicle’s license plate 
with the Sheriff's Communication Center (SCC), he initiated a pre-stop 
coordination with Compton Station units. 


IAB Note: On May 1, 2020, a carjacking was reported to South Los 
Angeles Sheriff's Station, under URN 920-03529-0378-038 
[MISCELLANEOUS DOCUMENTS]. 


IAB Note: A pre-stop coordination (Code 9) is a tactic that is employed 
prior to attempting a vehicle stop. A pre-stop coordination 
allows a deputy to coordinate a tactical response with 
assisting units. 


Deputy Hernandez broadcasted he was Code 9 behind the suspect vehicle. He 
requested the assistance of two additional patrol units and an aero unit. Several 
Compton units, including Sergeant Leos (Unit 280S) responded to the Code 9 
operation. Deputy Hernandez followed the suspect's vehicle south on Kemp 
Avenue toward West Laurel Street. The driver of the vehicle (later identified as 
Subject [EJ accelerated and attempted to evade Deputy Hernandez. 
Deputy Hernandez activated his forward facing red light and siren and initiated a 
pursuit of the vehicle. Subject EE continued south on Kemp Avenue and 
failed to stop at the posted stop sign at West Laurel Street. Subject 

turned east onto West Laurel Street and traveled toward Wilmington Avenue. 
Subject Mro ve through the intersection, without stopping for a solid red 
signal light, at Wilmington Avenue. Subject [EEE turned northeast on West 
Laurel Street and traveled north on Sherer Place. Subject EEE drove a 
short distance before he stopped his vehicle along the east curb line. 


Subject {exited the vehicle from the driver's seat. Subject M 


ran north on Sherer Place toward West Almond Street. Simultaneously, a front 
and rear passenger exited the vehicle and ran north on Sherer Place, behind 
Subject J. Deputy Hernandez broadcasted to responding units the 
description of the three males. Deputy Hernandez indicated all suspects 
appeared to be 18 years of age. 


Sergeant Leos followed Subjec E vehicle while he (Subject 
HE an on Sherer Place. Subject appeared to have a heavy 
object inside his pants pocket. Sergeant Leos saw Subject MEM each into 
his pocket to secure the object as he ran. oe A west on West 
Almond Street from Sherer Place. Subject then ran south and entered 
the front yard of i Sergeant Leos saw Subject 

remove a black, semi-automatic =z from his front pants pocket while he 


ran toward a block wall. Subject maintained possession of the 
handgun as he jumped over the wall into the backyard of the residence. 
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Sergeant Leos broadcasted to responding units Subject [was armed 
with a handgun. 


Compton Station units established a containment of the area surrounding Subject 
ae last known location. Shortly thereafter, Unit Air-7, Pilot Deputy 
Hughes and Tactical Flight Deputy Trejo arrived and provided air support. Unit 
Air-8, Pilot Deputy Weinmann and Tactical Flight Deputy Coberg arrived soon 
after and relieved Air-7. Deputy Hernandez requested CSD to assist with the 
search for Subject EE “CSD Deputies Williams (Unit 240K94), Shockley 
(Unit 240K91), and Orlandos (Unit 240K9) responded to the incident. Upon 
arrival, CSD personnel were briefed by Deputy Hernandez. CSD personnel 
contacted SEB Sergeant Lee and provided details about the incident. Sergeant 
Lee, who was enroute to the scene, approved the deployment of a police service 
dog. 


Prior to the deployment of the police service dog, Deputy Williams played pre- 
recorded canine announcements via his patrol vehicle’s public address system, 
while he slowly drove throughout the contained area. The announcements 
warned any person hiding that a police service dog was going to be deployed. 
The announcements instructed any person hiding to surrender to the nearest 
deputy. The announcements also warned the suspect that he may be bitten by 
the canine. The announcements were played in English and Spanish for 
approximately 20 minutes. 


Deputy Williams parked his vehicle in the driveway of 

Deputy Williams faced his public address speaker directly toward the backyard 
where Subject EEE was last seen. Deputy Williams played additional pre- 
recorded canine announcements. After receiving no response to the canine 
announcements, CSD formed a search team comprised of Deputies Williams, 
Shockley, Orlandos, and a police service dog. 


The CSD team developed a tactical plan to search residences on West Almond 
Street. The CSD team started the search at R where 
Subject EE was believed to have been last seen. After searching multiple 
properties on West Almond Street, the CSD team planned to search residences 
on West Laurel Street. Deputy Williams played pre-recorded canine 
announcements via his patrol vehicle’s public address system while he drove to 
West Laurel Street. Deputy Williams parked his vehicle in front of West 
Laurel Street and allowed the announcements to continue to play. 


Once the CSD team reconvened, they continued their search, starting at a 
West Laurel Street. The search team contacted the homeowner, who consented 
to a search of his backyard. Deputy Williams led the search team with his 
canine, “Jack.” The search team staged near the southwest corner of the 
residence. The CSD team opened the side gate which led to the backyard. 
Deputy Williams and his canine moved up to the threshold of the gate. Prior to

deploying his canine, Deputy Williams made loud, verbal announcements, 
warning any person hiding a police service dog would be deployed to search the 
yard. Deputy Williams further warned any person hiding that he may be bitten by 
the canine. Deputy Williams told any person hiding the canine would not be 
deployed if he surrendered. 


After receiving no response to the announcements, Deputy Williams directed his 
canine to search (off-leash) the backyard. The canine searched the south and 
west area of the backyard. Once the initial search was complete, Deputy 
Williams recalled his canine. The search team then entered the backyard and 
advanced along the west side of the residence. Deputy Williams directed his 
canine to search (off-leash) the north side of the backyard. Once deployed, the 
canine ran to the north side of the property and rounded the corner of the 
residence out of view. As the search team approached the northwest corner, 
Deputies Williams and Shockley heard the sound of metal against metal. Shortly 
thereafter, Subject yelled to the deputies to remove the dog from him. 


The search team tactically moved to the northwest corner of the residence. As 
the team moved, Deputy Williams ordered Subject MEM to show his hands. 
Once in position to see the north side of the property, Deputy Williams saw 
Subject [J hiding underneath a tarp, bicycles, and clutter. Deputy 
Williams removed the tarp and other items from Subject {EEE Once the 
items were removed, Deputy Williams saw his canine had a bite hold of Subject 
S right bicep. During the bite, Subject BE left hand was 
concealed between his body and the canine. Deputy Williams ordered Subject 
to crawl out from under the clutter and to show his hands. Subject 
slowly crawled out; however, his left hand remained concealed. 
Deputy Williams ordered Subject IEEE to show his hands. Subject 
extended his left hand out from under the canine. Once it was 
determined he was unarmed, Deputy Williams removed the canine from Subject 
E Deputies Hernandez and Perez responded to the backyard and 
handcuffed Subject [without further incident. 


The police service dog located Subject [approximately 15 feet away 
from the CSD search team’s location. The canine bite lasted approximately 25 to 
30 seconds. Subject was located one property east and one property 
south from where he was last seen by deputy personnel. Deputy Hernandez and 
Sergeant Leos positively identified Subject las the driver of the involved 
vehicle. Sergeant Leos positively identified Subject as the individual 
he saw armed with the handgun. 


Subject [EJ suffered puncture wounds and rake marks to his right shoulder 
area from the canine bite. Subject {J was treated at the scene by 
paramedics assigned to Compton Fire Engine #444, under the direction of 
Captain Delgado. Deputies Montoya and Rico (Unit 284D) transported Subject 
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ma: St. Francis Medical Center for further medical treatment. Subject 
was subsequently admitted to the hospital for Rhabdomyolysis. 
Subject [J was detained for 29610 of the California Penal Code (PC) — 
Possession of Handgun by Minor, 2800.2 of the California Vehicle Code (CVC) — 
Reckless Evading, and 10851(a) CVC — Unlawful Taking or Driving of a Vehicle.

Dr. Paredes formed the opinion Subject {Es injuries were consistent with 
a canine bite. Dr. Paredes was unable to attribute the onset of Rhabdomyolysis 
to a specific activity or event. Dr. Paredes explained the condition may be 
caused by several factors, including a traumatic injury, drugs, or physical 
exertion. According to — 8 medical records, he (Subject 
HEE complained of pain in his right shoulder. Subject did not 
have any other complaints. On May 8, 2020, Subject was discharged 
from the hospital. 

DEPUTY PERSONNEL INJURIES 

There were no reported injuries to deputy personnel. 

PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 

There was no physical evidence related to the canine bite. 

INVESTIGATOR’S OBSERVATIONS 


IAB Investigators did not respond to this incident. Initially, CSD was responsible 
for investigating the use of force. Once it was determined Subject EEE was 
hospitalized, IAB Investigators were assigned to investigate the use of force, one 
day later. Sergeant Lee photographed and video recorded the scene of the 
incident [EXHIBIT E - SERGEANT LEE/PHOTOGRAPHS 9 THROUGH 16, 
SERGEANT LEE/VIDEO 1]. 


Sergeant Lee canvassed the area; however, he was unable to locate witnesses 
or video surveillance. Deputy Orlandos interviewed three residents Qi 

, who each reported hearing canine 
announcements. The interviews were audio recorded and transcribed 
[EXHIBIT G].

STATEMENTS 

The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. 


Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
digitally audio recorded interviews and verbatim transcriptions. 
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INVOLVED EMPLOYEE DEPUTY STEPHEN WILLIAMS 


On February 17, 2021, IAB Sergeant Louis Serrano interviewed Deputy Williams 
at the Internal Affairs Bureau Office, in the City of Commerce. Attorney 

Amy Johnson, from Rains Lucia Stern St. Phalle & Silver, PC, attended the 
interview and represented Deputy Williams. 


On May 2, 2020, Deputy Williams was assigned to work CSD during PM shift 
with his assigned police service dog, “Jack.” CSD Deputy Shockley notified 
Deputy Williams that deputies from Compton Station requested CSD assistance 
regarding a contained, armed, carjacking suspect. 


CSD Deputies Williams, Shockley, and Orlandos responded to the incident. 
Upon arrival, Deputy Williams was briefed by Sergeant Leos and Deputy 
Hernandez, about the incident that involved a male adult, armed with a handgun. 


Deputy Williams learned the suspect was last seen climbing over a wall, while 
holding a handg.n, ar AR 


Deputy Williams briefed SEB Sergeant Lee about the incident over the 
telephone. Sergeant Lee, who was enroute to the scene, approved the 
deployment of a police service dog (Deputy Williams’ transcript, page 9). 
Prior to the deployment of the police service dog, Deputy Williams played pre- 
recorded canine announcements via his patrol vehicles public address system, 
while he slowly drove throughout the contained area. The announcements 
warned any person hiding that a police service dog was going to be deployed. 
The announcements instructed the suspect to surrender to the nearest deputy. 
The announcements also warned any person hiding that he may be bitten by the 
police service dog. The announcements were played in English and Spanish for 
approximately 20 minutes. Deputy Williams heard the airship playing canine 
announcements via their public address system, as they circled overhead. 


Deputy Williams parked his vehicle in the driveway of 

Deputy Williams faced his public address speaker toward the backyard where 
Subject [was believed to have been last seen. Deputy Williams played 
additional canine announcements. After receiving no response to the canine 
announcements, CSD formed a search team comprised of Deputies Williams, 
Shockley, Orlandos, and a police service dog. 


The CSD team developed a tactical plan to search the residences on West 
Almond Street. The CSD team started the search at 

Initially, Deputy Orlandos’ canine, “Odin,” was deployed to search residences on 
West Almond Street. After searching two or three residences, the CSD team 
substituted canine Odin for canine Jack. After searching multiple properties on 
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West Almond Street, the CSD team developed a plan to search residences on 
West Laurel Street. Deputy Williams played canine announcements via his 
patrol vehicle’s public announcement system while he drove to West Laurel 
Street. Deputy Williams stopped his vehicle near the front of iest Laure! 
Street and allowed the announcements to continue to play. 


Once the CSD team reassembled, they continued their search, starting at I 
West Laurel Street. Deputies Shockley and Orlandos contacted the homeowner, 
who consented to the search of the backyard. Deputy Williams led the search 
team with his canine, Jack. The CSD search team staged near the southwest 
corner of the residence. The CSD search team opened the side gate which led 
to the backyard. Deputy Williams and his canine moved up to the gate’s 
threshold. 


Prior to deploying his canine, Deputy Williams made verbal announcements, 
warning any person hiding that a police service dog would be deployed to search 
the yard. Deputy Williams told any person hiding the police service dog would 
not be deployed if they surrendered. Deputy Williams gave one final warning 
prior to releasing his canine (Deputy Williams’ transcript, page 19). 


After receiving no response to the announcements, Deputy Williams directed his 
canine to search (off-leash) the backyard. The canine searched the west area 
and rear perimeter of the backyard. Once the initial search was complete, 
Deputy Williams recalled his canine. The CSD search team entered the 
backyard and advanced along the west side of the residence. Deputy Williams 
directed his canine to search (off-leash) the north side of the backyard. Deputy 
Williams’ canine ran to the north side of the property and rounded the corner of 
the residence out of view. As the CSD team approached the north corner, 
Deputy Williams heard the sound of metal against metal. Shortly thereafter, 
Deputy Williams heard Subject yell to the deputies to remove the 
canine. 


Deputy Williams tactically moved to the corner of the residence in order to see 
the north side of the yard. Once in position to see the north side of the property, 
Deputy Williams saw Subject hiding under a tarp, bicycles, and other 
clutter. Deputy Williams’ canine was underneath the tarp and partially out of 
view. Based on the movement from under the tarp, Deputy Williams believed his 
canine was engaged with Subject [I 


Deputy Williams removed the tarp and a bicycle from Subject [EE while 
ordering him to show his hands. Once the items were removed, Deputy Williams 
saw his canine had set an “inner arm” bite to Subject MEM s right bicep 
(Deputy Williams’ transcript, page 25). During the bite, Subject MEN 
placed the canine in a headlock with his right hand and concealed his left hand 
under the dog. Deputy Williams believed Subject BMEM as resisting the 
canine. Deputy Williams ordered Subject [EE to crawl out from under the 
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clutter and to show his hands. Subject MEMM yelled to the deputies to get the 
dog off of him. Subject EE slowly crawled out; however, his left hand 
remained concealed under the canine. Deputies Williams ordered Subject 
Eo show his hands. Subject ME Extended his left hand out from 
under the canine. Once it was determined he was unarmed, Deputy Williams 
removed the canine from Subject EE Deputy Williams saw minor 
lacerations and rakes to Subject MEMS right bicep. 


Deputies from Compton Station responded to the backyard and handcuffed 
Subject J without further incident. Deputy Hernandez positively 
identified Subject Mas the individual he saw running from the involved 
vehicle. Deputy Williams indicated he was approximately three to four feet away 
from his canine when he saw the engagement with Subject Deputy 
Williams said his canine was engaged with Subject ‘or approximately 
25 to 30 seconds (Deputy Williams’ transcript, page 27). 


WITNESS EMPLOYEE DEPUTY BERNARD SHOCKLEY 


On February 19, 2021, IAB Sergeant Louis Serrano interviewed Deputy Shockley 
at the CSD Office, in Los Angeles. 


On May 2, 2020, Deputy Shockley was assigned to work CSD during DAY shift 
with his assigned police service dog, “Condor.” Compton deputies contacted 
Deputy Shockley and requested CSD assistance regarding a contained, armed, 
carjacking suspect. Deputy Shockley notified CSD Deputies Williams and 
Orlandos of the request from Compton Station. Deputies Shockley, Williams, 
and Orlandos responded to the incident. Upon arrival, Deputy Shockley was 
briefed about the incident by the handling deputy. Deputy Shockley learned a 
male adult, armed with a handgun, was last seen running toward a residence at 


Deputy Shockley notified Sergeant Lee about the incident. Sergeant Lee 
approved the deployment of a police service dog (Deputy Shockley’s 
transcript, page 10). Prior to the deployment of the police service dog, Deputy 
Williams drove slowly throughout the contained area while playing pre-recorded 
canine announcements, via his patrol vehicle's public address system. The 
announcements were played in English and Spanish. Deputy Shockley said he 
directed the airship to play canine announcements from their public address 
system as they circled overhead. 


After receiving no response to the canine announcements, CSD formed a search 
team comprised of Deputies Williams, Shockley, Orlandos, and a police service 
dog. The CSD team started their search at i! where 
Subject [was believed to have been last seen. After searching multiple 
properties on West Almond Street, the CSD team planned to search residences 
on West Laurel Street. 
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The CSD search team reconvened on West Laurel Street. Deputy Williams 
stopped his vehicle in front of the residence at[JWest Laure! Street, and 
played canine announcements in English and Spanish. The CSD team 
continued the search, starting at[JWest Laurel Street. Deputy Shockley 
contacted the homeowner, who consented to a search of their backyard. The 
search team, including canine Jack, staged near the south gate which led to the 
backyard. Prior to releasing his canine, Deputy Williams made several loud 
verbal announcements. The announcements warned any person hiding that a 
police service dog was going to be deployed to search the yard. Deputy Williams 
told any person hiding to surrender now. After receiving no response to the 
announcements, Deputy Williams directed his canine to search the backyard. 


The canine searched the south area of the backyard. Once the initial search was 
complete, Deputy Williams recalled his canine. The search team entered the 
backyard and advanced along the west side of the residence. Deputy Shockley 
heard Deputy Williams make additional canine announcements to anyone hiding 
in the backyard (Deputy Shockley’s transcripts, page 15). After making the 
announcements, Deputy Williams directed his canine to continue searching the 
backyard. 


During the search, the canine entered the north side of the property and rounded 
the corner of the residence out of view. Shortly thereafter, Deputy Shockley 
heard a metal banging sound. Deputy Shockley heard what he believed was the 
sound of a suspect fighting the canine. Deputy Shockley heard Deputy Williams 
repeatedly order Subject Ao come out and show his hands. Deputy 
Shockley advanced toward the sound and moved around the northwest corner of 
the residence. Once in position to see north side of the property, Deputy 
Shockley partially saw Subject Mand the canine under a stairwell. 
Subject I ws under a tarp, bicycles, and clutter. Deputy Shockley saw 
the canine had engaged with Subject I~ Deputy Shockley stated the 
canine had set a bite to Subject Is right arm. Deputy Shockley heard 
Subject M scrcaming during the bite. Deputy Williams repeatedly 
ordered Subject [to show his hands. Deputy Shockley was concerned 
because he was unable to see Subject MEMES left hand. Subject I 
eventually moved out from under the clutter. Once it was determined he was 
unarmed, Deputy Williams removed his canine from Subject 


Deputy Shockley indicated deputies from Compton Station responded to the 
backyard and handcuffed Subject {without further incident. Deputy 
Shockley saw puncture wounds and rake marks to Subject MEMS right 
upper arm. Deputy Shockley was approximately 15 feet away from the canine 
when he saw the engagement with Subject M Deputy Shockley stated 
the canine was engaged with Subject BMN or approximately 25 to 30 
seconds (Deputy Shockley’s transcript, pages 18-19). 
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WITNESS EMPLOYEE SERGEANT ERIC LEE 


On February 15, 2021, IAB Sergeant Louis Serrano interviewed Sergeant Lee at 
the Internal Affairs Bureau Office, in the City of Commerce. 


Deputy Williams briefed Sergeant Lee about the incident over the telephone. 
Sergeant Lee, who was enroute to the scene, approved the deployment of a 
police service dog. Upon arrival, Deputies Williams, Shockley, and Orlandos 
reported canine Jack had located and bit Subject {ES at West Laurel 
Street. 


Sergeant Lee said Deputies Williams, Shockley, and Orlandos completed 
supplemental reports which documented their actions and observations related to 
the canine bite. Sergeant Lee further stated Deputies Williams, Shockley, and 
Orlandos' reports were consistent with the statements they provided. 


Sergeant Lee prepared and authored a Supervisor's Report on Use of Force 
(SH-R-438P), which documented the incident [EXHIBIT C]. For further 
information, refer to the Supervisor's Report on Use of Force and Sergeant Lee’s 
interview transcripts. 


WITNESS EMPLOYEE DEPUTY CHRISTOPHER HERNANDEZ 


On October 26, 2020, IAB Sergeants Louis Serrano and Luan Dang interviewed 
Deputy Hernandez at the Internal Affairs Office, in the City of Commerce. 
Attorney Tom Yu, from the Los Angeles Sheriffs Professional Association, 
attended the interview and represented Deputy Hernandez. 


On May 2, 2020, Deputy Hernandez was assigned to Compton Station on PM 
shift as Unit 281D. Deputy Hernandez was assigned to a uniformed position and 
he was patrolling in a marked police vehicle. 


Deputy Hernandez observed a black Toyota traveling westbound on Compton 
Boulevard, east of Wilmington Avenue. Deputy Hernandez conducted a license 
plate check of the indicated vehicle via his Mobile Digital Computer (MDC). The 
check revealed the vehicle was wanted in connection with a carjacking that 
occurred on May 1, 2020. The carjacking suspect was described as a male 
Hispanic, armed with a black semi-automatic firearm. 


Deputy Hernandez initiated a pre-stop coordination with Compton Station units. 
After conducting a pre-stop coordination, Deputy Hernandez was involved in a 
brief vehicle pursuit with the suspect. Deputy Hernandez initiated the pursuit at 
the intersection of Kemp Avenue and Laurel Street. Subject MEM traveled 
east on Laurel Street, without stopping for a solid red signal light, at Wilmington 
Avenue. Subject M uned east on Laurel Street and traveled north on 
Sherer Place, where his vehicle came to a stop. 
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Subject [ll exited the vehicle from the driver's seat and ran north on 
Sherer Place toward West Almond Street. A front and rear passenger exited the 
vehicle and ran north on Sherer Place, behind Subject [| Deputy 
Hernandez indicated all three males appeared to be 18 years of age (Deputy 
Hernandez’ transcript, page 6). 


Deputy Hernandez saw Sergeant Leos in front of the residence at EE 
a E Leos told Deputy Hernandez he (Sergeant Leos) saw 
Subject armed with a handgun. Sergeant Leos further stated Subject 
BEE entered the rear yard of iy 


Deputy Hernandez established a containment of the area surrounding Subject 
ae last known location. Deputy Hernandez saw an aero unit overhead. 
Deputy Hernandez requested CSD to assist with search for Subject 

He briefed the CSD team about the incident, upon their arrival. 


Deputy Hernandez assisted the CSD team during their search atiii est 
Laurel Street. Deputy Hernandez remained at the threshold of the gate which led 
to the backyard. Prior to the deployment of the police service dog, Deputy 
Hernandez heard several canine announcements (Deputy Hernandez’ 
transcript, page 7). Deputy Hernandez said the canine eventually located and 
bit Se = n who was hiding under a stairwell. Deputy Hernandez did 
not witness the canine bite. Deputy Hernandez said the canine had already 
released his bite when he approached Subject 


Deputies Hernandez and Perez handcuffed Subject without further 
incident. Deputy Hernandez noticed Subject s arm was bleeding. 
Deputy Hernandez said Subject E 2s treated at the scene by 
paramedics assigned to Compton Fire Engine #444, under the direction of 
Captain Delgado. Deputy Hernandez positively identified Subject IEEE as 
the driver of the involved vehicle. 


WITNESS EMPLOYEE SERGEANT ANDREW LEOS 


On February 17, 2020, IAB Sergeant Louis Serrano interviewed Sergeant Leos 
at Compton Sheriff's Station. 


On May 2, 2020, Sergeant Leos was assigned to Compton Station on DAY shift 
as the field supervisor, Unit 280S. Sergeant Leos heard radio traffic indicating 
Deputy Hernandez had located a vehicle that was wanted in connection with an 
armed carjacking. Sergeant Leos heard Deputy Hernandez initiate a pre-stop 
coordination with Compton Station units. Once the suspect noticed Deputy 
Hernandez, the driver (Subject [EY accelerated and attempted to evade. 
Sergeant Leos heard Deputy Hernandez broadcast he was in pursuit of the 
suspect vehicle. 
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Subject [EJ traveled east on Laurel Street toward Wilmington Avenue. 
Sergeant Leos saw Subject {EEE drive through the intersection, without 
stopping for a solid red signal light, at Wilmington Avenue. Shortly thereafter, 
Sergeant Leos saw Subject Ms vehicle stopped at the T-intersection of 
West Laurel Street and Sherer Place. Sergeant Leos said three individuals fled 
from the vehicle as he arrived on scene. 


Sergeant Leos stated the driver (Subject EE and front passenger ran 
northbound on Sherer Place, toward Almond Street. Sergeant Leos followed 
Subject in his patrol vehicle while Subject A can on Sherer 
Place. Subject appeared to have a heavy object inside his pant 
pocket. Sergeant Leos saw Subject reach into his pant pocket to 
secure the object as he ran. Subject ran west on Almond Street from 
Sherer Place. 


Sergeant Leos saw Subject land another suspect near the east side of 
the residence —— è Ua Subject [removed a black, 
semi-automatic pistol from in his pocket (Deputy Leos’ transcript, pages 8, 11). 
Subject EER maintained possession of the handgun as he jumped over the 
wall into the backyard of the residence. Sergeant Leos broadcasted to 
responding units that Subject was armed with a handgun. Sergeant 


Leos believed Subject was 18 to 20 years of age. 


Sergeant Leos said a containment was established around the area surrounding 
Subject {Mk last known location. Sergeant Leos believed Deputy 
Hernandez requested CSD to respond. Upon being relieved by another unit at 

Sergeant Leos responded to the command post, which 
was located at Sherer Place and Laurel Street. Sergeant Leos said CSD 
responded and eventually located Subject MAN the backyard of B est 
Laurel Street. 


Prior to the deployment of the police service dog, Sergeant Leos heard CSD 
units driving throughout the contained area, while playing canine announcements 
via their patrol vehicles public address system. Sergeant Leos also heard an 
aero unit playing canine announcements via their public address system while 
they circled overhead (Deputy Leos’ transcript, page 14). Sergeant Leos 
learned the canine bit Subject [EE after hearing a request for medical 
attention for the subject. Sergeant Leos positively identified Subject [EE as 
the individual he saw armed with the handgun. 


SUBJECT SEB INTERVIEW 
On May 2, 2020, SEB Sergeant Eric Lee interviewed Subject [Eat 


St. Francis Medical Center, in the City of Lynwood. The interview was video 
recorded [EXHIBIT E - SERGEANT LEE/VIDEO 2]. 
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Ai himself as [EE with a date of birth of 
Subject {recalled the incident which resulted in him 
being bit by a police service dog. Subject was in a vehicle with his 
Hand his friend when he realized the police were behind them. 
Subject ae ae friend told him (Subject [EE that they were 
going to have to ru ubject aid he “hopped out’ of the vehicle and 
started running. Subject mped over a wall into the backyard of a 
residence. Subject then hid under stairs, behind bicycles (Subject 


SEB transcript, page 1). 


Subject [J heard the police service dog “sniffing.” Believing the canine 
was off the leash, aoa the deputy, “Hey, I’m right here, I'm 
right here” (Subject SEB transcript, page 2). Subject [ET 
saw the deputy “holding the dog.” Subject {raised his hands and stated 
“I'm right here.” The deputy told Subject MEMM ot to move or he would 
shoot. Subject aie the deputy “let the dog go.” The canine located 
and bit Subject [EE Subject AA sid the canine “kept biting” him. 
During the bite, Subject [EJ told the deputy to remove the canine. The 
deputy told Subject [to move out toward him. Subject M oc 
the deputy he was “stuck” underneath the bicycles. The deputy grabbed Subject 
ey his hand and pulled him out. Subject <i: the deputy let 
the canine “wiggle off” of him for a bit before he removed the dog. 


Prior to being bit by the police service dog, Subject EEE eard 
announcements telling residents to stay inside of their homes. See 
believed the announcements were made from a vehicle (Subject 

SEB transcript, page 2). Subject Kid not hear any other type of public 


address system announcements. Subject further stated he did not 
hear deputies tell him to come out. 


SUBJECT IAB INTERVEW 


On May 3, 2020, IAB Sergeants Louis Serrano and Luan Dang interviewed 
Subject Mat St. Francis Medical Center, in the City of Lynwood. The 
interview was video recorded [EXHIBIT E - SERGEANT SERRANO, VIDEOS 1 
THROUGH 3]. 


Initially, Subject [J identified ES Subject I 
eventually revealed his true identity as with a date of birth of 
a Sj: as IAB transcript, page 3). Subject 

recalled the incident which resulted in him being bit by a police service dog. 
Subject Misai he was driving his M friend's vehicle when he 
learned the police were behind him. er ae his EE friend 
told him the vehicle was stolen. Subject noticed several police 
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vehicles following him as he traveled across Wilmington Avenue. Shortly 
thereafter, the police vehicles turned on their lights and sirens. Subject 

sped up” when he heard the police sirens (Subject [EES |AB 
transcript, page 5). Subject ma did not know the name of the 
street he was traveling on. Subject pulled over, exited the vehicle, and 
started running. Subject ac the vehicle in an attempt to avoid arrest 
because he was on probation. 


Subject {ran four to five houses down the street. He then jumped over 
a brick wall into the backyard of a residence. Subject hid under a stair 
case, next to a pile bicycles and other items. Subject [heard 
announcements from the helicopter overhead. The announcements stated, 
“Come out with your hands up. Stay inside your house. Don’t come out of your 
house. There's three suspects” (Subject EEE IAB transcript, pages 8, 
23). 


Approximately two hours later, Subject {EE heard the police service dog 
“sniffing.” Subject [EE stated the deputy was “holding the dog.” Subject 
lgave himself up because he knew the canine would find him. Subject 
Eo o the deputy, “I'm right here, I'm right here” (Subject =a. 
IAB transcript, page 9). — i:o his hands and told the deputy 
he was seventeen. Subject pleaded with the deputy to not release the 
canine. Subject M- movement was limited because of the items that 
were surrounding him. Subject [EE said the deputy released the canine 
while his hands were in the air. Subject [EEE positioned his head 
underneath a bicycle and placed his hand in the air. Subject “wiggled” 
his hand so the canine could find it (Subject s IAB transcript, 
page 9). Subject said the canine located him and bit his hand. 
Subject pulled his hand away; however, the canine bit him seven more 


times. While being M the deputy to remove the dog. 
The deputy told Subject to move out to him. Subject I 
informed the deputy that he was “stuck” next to the A DE 
asked the deputy to help him. The deputy grabbed Subject y his 
hand and pulled him out. Subject MEM said the deputy waited for the dog to 
“wiggle off’ of him. Subject believed the canine bite lasted 
approximately 40 seconds (Subject IAB transcript, page 10). 
Subject Ms aid his arm was injured as a result of the canine bite. Subject 
D: -co he suffered a scratch to the back of his neck and he felt his 
chest was bruised. Subject believed the injuries were caused by the 
canine bite. Subject elt a “little bruise” on his head. Subject 

urther stated he “probably” hit his head on the cement when the 
deputy pulled him out from where he was hiding (Subject EES |AB 


transcript, page 26). Subject did not hear verbal announcements 
from the deputies warning him a canine would be deployed. 
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Subject [EB did not consume alcohol prior to this incident. Subject 
ae: 


smoked marijuana the day before the incident. Subject 
prescribed medication for attention-deficit hyperactivity disorder (ADHD) when he 
was 12 years old. Subject said he was not currently taking any 
medication. 


ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 
CSD Deputy Orlandos was Relieved of Duty (ROD) on January 27, 2021. SEB 
Lieutenant Burakowski informed IAB Lieutenant Grall by email that Deputy 


Orlandos was unable to be interviewed due to his ROD status 
(MISCELLANEOUS DOCUMENTS). 
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
